NEW ARAB LEAGUE 


The newest force in the

Jordan and Yemen. Of these 
Lebanon is largely Christian 
and the others

a union of separate states 
like the United States.

The League's first chance 


to start something is offer-i 
cd by the troubles in Syria 
and Lebanon. So far 
its 


members have only express- 
ed interest, but before long! 
they may be more active.! 
That will concern not only| 
France but also Great Brit-; 
nin, said to be sponsor of thej 
Pan-Arab League. At 
any' 


rate, the Arabs are awake, 
and will bearwatching .

College Station authorities report a 


high increase in weevil damage during the 
past week. A State average of 36 per cent 
of the squares examined was found in- 
fested as compared with 21.7 per cent the 
previous week. Injurious numbers of flea 
hoppers were also reported. 


Square examinations in many sections 


of Navarro County indicate a heavy in- 
festation of both weevils and flea hoppers 
at this time, and unless control measures 
are employed immediately serious dam- 
age will result. 


To control fleas three applications of 


12 pounds sulphur each should be used at 
seven-day intervals, and to kill the weevil 
6 pounds of calcium arsenate should be 
used in the same manner.

GOVERNOR VETOED 
SALARY INCREASE OF 
DISTRICT ATTORNEYS 


AUSTIN, 
June 
23.—(JF)—Gov. 


Coke R. Stevenson today vetoed 
bills Increasing the salaries of dis- 
trict attorneys $1,000 a year and 
permitting public schools to trans- 
pott for compensation pupils of 
parachial, denominational and pri- 
vate schools. 


In a veto message he said the 


salary bill Increased the pay of 
district attorneys 
28 
per 
cent 


whereas state employes In the low- 
er salary brackets received only a 
15 per cent salary Increase. 


The bill affected most district 


attorneys in the state. Exceptions 
were those In the more populous 
districts which are covered by spec- 
ial laws. 


The school transportation bill, he 


added, "violates the concept 
of 


complete separation of church and 
state and civil affairs, and violates 
the spirit and mandate 
of our 


constitution" although It might be 
in aid of a most laudable purpose. 


Bills approved by the governor 


include those: 


Appropriating $28,000,000 In the 


blennlum beginning Sept. 1 for 
rural school aid, an increase of $€,- 
704,000 over current appropriations 
for the same purpose. 


Appropriating $2,518,110 In the 


next blennlum for vocational educa- 
tion In public schools, an Increase 
of$120,000 over the appropriation 
fcr this blennlum. 


Making it unlawful to use pri- 


vately any county property, labor, 
services or equipment. 


Fixing maximum salaries 
for

usually goes with It." 


No Money Appropriated. 


He said the bill, even though it 


was not vetoed, would be complete- 
ly suspended for the blennlum be- 
cause the legislature did not ap- 
propriate money for the increases. 
The general appropriation for dis- 
trict attorneys was $4,000 yearly 
and this law was worded In such 
a way that It superceded. any other 
law on the salaries of district at- 
tcrncys.
